" BURNING OF THE.“ SARDINIA" ’. 


: DLUEJACKET'S GRAPHIC STORY. 
—"[he following is an extract from a letter 
received by. Folkestone. ledy fram her son, » 
leading seaman on board his Majesty's ship 
Lancaster, at Malta, who assisted in the work of 
rescue on hoard the burning ship Sardinia. Tho 
writer, in the course of hia graphic statement, 
Bays: tN . Fxg 
“All the boats from the Fleet were manned 
and sent out, and it was blowing half a gale at 
the time, and it was very risky work getting out 
to. ber, as sho, was about. two miles away from 
the ‘harbour. ‘We managed to gat two boats 
alongside, and took off thirty-two, ‘the last 
dhore were left alive onboard. The only part 
free from fire was the poop-desk. I got up there, 
and it wasa tarrible sight. You could see the 
“Arabs Kneeling -and lying obout,.some under 
irdora and pieces of wreckage being burnt up. 
ey were lying all over the ship’s side on ropo- 
ends sizaling on the red-hot plates, but would 
not let go and drop into the water. Nearly all 
the Europeazs jumped over and were’ picked up 
almost before they touched the water, The 
majority were left on board. ‘Those we took off ¢ 
were all females, and thess we had to push and 
shove into the boat. The watch of engineers 


stokehold, being unable to get up from below. 
The sea was awial to look ‘st whore: she 
steamed round, as the Arabs. were dropping 
over the quarter and fouling the screws. 
We ‘saw three lashed to. line almost in 
reash of us, lowered down for ns to pick ap, but 
the elack line caught the screw, and away they 
want before our eyes, and we a body cut 
clean in halves, and one solitary head tossing 
about. On.our way back we picked’ p twa 
bodies, a possenger and tho skipper.
